“We are now 1n a recession,” 
he told a farm-labor confer- 
ence Saturday, “and if you in- 
clude. part-time workers, un- 
employment in the nation 
(now) has reached 4,000,000.”

GETTYSBURG, Pa.. Dec. 30 
(UP)—President Eisenhower to- 
day approved for submission to 
Congress a plan for expanding 
scientific education at a fed- 
eral cost of about a billion dol- 
lars over the next four years. 
The states would be asked to 
supply $800,000,000 more in 
matching funds. 


The plan was submitted to 
the President this morning bv 
Marion B. Folsom, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
The Chief Executive approved 
the entire program. 

It calls for. 10,000 federal 
college scholarships a_ year, 
with emphasis on students who 
have good high school prepara- 
tion in science and mathe- 
matics.“ It also provides for 
900 graduate fellowships a 
year to increase college teach- 
ing manpower 

The bulk of the money, how- 
ever, would be spent to improve 
education in the high school 
level 

No Building Program. 

The program contained no 
proposals for federal aid for 
school construction. The pro- 
gram intended to have a 
cut-off date after four years, 
except for some “phasing out,” 
with the hope that state and 
local funds will then be avail- 
able. and that federal grants 
can be stopped, Folsom said 

Assuming relatively quick 
and favorable congressional 
action, Folsom said it was pos- 
sible that the first federal 
scholarships might be. granted 
in time for the start of the 
new academic year next Sep- 
tember 

The seven-point program 
would cost annually § about 
$225,000,000 to $250,000,000 in 
federal funds plus searly 
matching state appropriations. 

Summary of Program. 

The seven points: 

1. Grants to states on a 50- 
90 matching basis for aptitude 
tests of students between the 
seventh and ninth grades. The 
testing would be conducted by 
the states 

2. Matching grants to states 
for improved counseling and 
guidance of young students in 
preparation for higher educa- 
tion. 

3. A program of about 10,000 
federal college scholarships a 
year for four years to be allo- 
cated among the states on a 
population basis and granted on 
a basis of ability and need. 
Scholarships would be granted 
to all students in all fields of 
Study, but preference would he 
given to high school students 
with “good preparation” in sci- 
ence and mathematics 

Teaching Opportunities. 


4. Provision of 1000 federal 
graduate fellowships for the 
first year and 1500 fellowships 
annually for the succeeding 
three years to encourage more 
able college students to pre-

pare for college teaching ca- 
reers. Graduate schools also 
could receive direct federal 


grants up to $125,000 a year 
to help meet the cost of ex- 
panding their capacity, pro- 
vided the school itself matched 
the federal contribution. 

> A 50-50 matching fund 
with the states to help states 
and local school systems ob- 
tain and keep more and bet- 
ter science and mathematics 
teachers 

6. Federal financial assist- 
ance for the establishment and 
Operation of training centers 
to increase the output of for- 
eign language teachers, partic- 
ularly in the languages of 
Asia, Africa and the Near East. 

7. An increase of $64,500,000 
in the budget of the National 
Science Foundation for pro- 
grams to improve the quality 
of research, training and teach- 
ing in the sciences. 

By comparison, the National 
Science Foundation spent $14.- 
300,000 on all its programs of 
assistance to science education 
during the 1957 fiscal year. 


Cost of Similar Projects. 


Under the G.I. bill education 
program, the Federal Govern- 
ment paid about $700,000,000 
for veterans’ scholarships and 
subsistence during the 1957 fis- 
cal year. Another $50,000,000 
was spent on college reserve 
officer training. The Public 
Health Service spends about 
$35,000,000 on scholarships in 
its field. Small amounts also 
are spent on scholarships by 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
and other government agencies.

A Punch in the Mouth

. « « we are going into another kind 
of world with respect to all military for-

Since President Eisenhower said that in 1956, 
we have indeed gone into a new world of mili- 
tary equipment. But we have not been driven by 
the urgency of the missiles race into a new world 
of military policy and organization, 

Our military command system is almost pre- 
cisely the same as it was 10 years ago, before 
the sputniks, before intercontinental ballistic 
missiles and other weapons hardly envisioned by 
those who “unified” the armed forces in the 
Defense Act of 1947. 


The three armed services are still engaged 
in rivalries and caught in confusion—at what 


cost, Congress is again debating. But the cost 
in dollars is surely less than the cost in progress 
toward national security. 

> > s 

One of the major recommendations of the 
Gaither report was reorganization in the Pen- 
tagon, including the command system and mill- 
tary roles. While the Administration is still 
doubtful about giving the people any view of 
this top-secret report, it appears that the Gaither 
committee avoided specific suggestions on or- 
ganizational reform. But the hearings of the 
Senate Preparedness subcommittee have raised 
three questions: 

1, Should the Secretary of Defense have his 
own military staff? This has been proposed by 
Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin, the Army’s chief of 
research and development, and by other wit- 
nesses. Gen. Gavin believes the Defense Secre- 
tary “needs more advice than the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff give him.” 

The 1947 “unification” law actually forbids the 
Secretary to have a military staff. Congress 
was fearful of military control of the military, 
and so compromised with effective command. 

The Defense Secretary is supposed to repre- 
sent civilian control of the military, but lacks 
an adequate organization to exercise forceful 
control over the three armed forces. The Joint 
Chiefs are supposed to co-ordinate military 
planning, but in practice remain leaders of their 
respective services with their chairman serving 
as a kind of moderator. 

A decade of experience plainly shows that 
neither civilian control nor effectiveness is as- 
sured by the 1947 law. And it will be difficult 
to enter that “new world” of military organiza- 
tion unless the law is changed. 

2. Should a joint procurement agency handle 
most purchases of supplies for all the services? 
Former President Truman exposed case after 
case of wasteful competition for equipment and 
duplication of orders. Gen, Eisenhower said 
then that if he had his way, all service men 
would wear the same uniform, But procurement 
will remain largely a matter of autonomous and 
unstandardized procedure by separate branches 
unless Congress alters the system. 

3. Should a new scientific development agency 
be established in the Pentagon? Ordnance is no 
longer a strictly military problem; the military 
has had to call in specialists in electronics and 
physics. But these are under complete military 
control, and America lags in the missile race. 

A scientific agency in the Pentagon should im- 
prove the effort to catch up with Russia's 
achievements and reduce service rivalries over 
new weapons. The task of assigning the new 
weapons would still reside with the military 
staff. If this seems a rational division of respon- 
sibility, however, Congress apparently will have 
to make the decision. 

7 . . 

Unfortunately Congress is reviewing these pro- 
posals without leadership from the one man best 
equipped by position and experience to provide 
it. In a 1952 campaign address at Baltimore, 
Gen. Eisenhower stressed the “supremely im- 
portant matter of unification” in every aspect, 
from field command to top planning and pro- 
curement. He said war experience had “ren- 
dered obsolete the defense organization then 
existing.” He added: 


“With three services, in place of the 
former two, still going their separate 
ways and with an over-all defense staff 
frequently unable to enforce corrective 
action, the end result has been not to 
remove duplication but to replace it 
with triplication.” 


What was true then remains true now, and 
what was obsolete then has become far more 
obsolete five years later, in the day of the 
ICBM. One of the major goals of Congress and 
the Administration for 1958 should be an over- 
haul of the top command of our defenses.

Reversing a Transit Cycle? 

Public Service Co. plans a new Ten-Cents-a- 
Ride experiment during off-peak hours in the 
downtown district. It igs designed to make 
movement downtown cheaper, easier and more 
convenient for shoppers, workers on their lunch 
hours and others. These are all worthwhile ob- 
jectives. If the plan turns out to be successful, 
then the company might well consider extending 
the principle of lower fares in off-peak hours 
to the whole system. The transit problem is 
how to attract more riders to make possible 
more frequent service to attract even more rid- 
ers. This would be a heartening reversal of the 
vicious cycle of rising fares and curtailed service 
of the last decade. 
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Russian Move in Brazil 

Economic penetration has become one of Rus- 
sia's major weapons of the cold war, and thus 
the United States should be concerned over a 
new Russian approach to the Brazilian oil 
industry. 

Joseph Newman reported to the New York 
Herald Tribune that the Soviet Union has of- 
fered to supply Petrobras, Brazilian Government 
oil monopoly, with drills, refining equipment 
and other essentials of this basic industry. 
Whether this move gives Russia any direct in- 
terest in the Brazilian economy or not, it is 
bound to produce sound propaganda capital. 

Brazil needs more oil, of course. Her oil im- 
ports have contributed to her declining holdings 
of foreign exchange and to inflation. But Petro- 
bras has received no help from the United 
States Government, and it does not welcome 
private investment from abroad for fear of “ex- 
ploitation” which the government firm was cre- 
ated to prevent. So, for the moment, Russia 
seems to have an open field. 

The past month has brought other news which 
ought to impel a review of American policy on 
foreign oil. An Italian company has offered 
Iran a 75-25 split of profits in developing Iranian 
oil reserves, and Japanese interests have offered 
56 per cent of the profits or more for a Saudi 
Arabian oil concession. These proposals threaten 
to upset the 50-50 split which American oil firms 
generally have negotiated with foreign lands. 

So far the United States policy toward foreign 
oil amounts to this: the Government wishes to 
encourage private enterprise everywhere, and 
the private oil companies are as asa to 

; 
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deal with national oil agencies in Brazil, Mexico 
and other lands as those public agencies are to 
deal with them. 

Competition alone may compel the oil firms 
to revise their contractual formula. But only 
the Government can decide to help foreign gov- 
ernments develop their oil resources. And pe- 
troleum is so important in national economies, 
as well as in foreign affairs, that the United 
States cannot leave oil policy abroad entirely to 
the private oil companies. 
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Increasing Risk in Indonesia 

The year comes up to its end with things just 
about as bad in Indonesia as they can be without 
breaking into all-out civil war. Political battle 
lines between Communists and anti-Communists 
have grown tighter and clearer, and most of the 
outer islands now are in rebellion against the 
central government at Jakarta, which is said to 
be virtually bankrupt. 

Economie instability goes hand in hand with 
political strife:’ Inflation has run up the cost of 
rice so high that many thousands of Indonesians 
can no longer buy their staple and are eating 
tapioca instead. Those who are close to the scene 
would not be surprised to see rice riots break 


out on the scale of those of the last days of the 


Japanese occupation. Meantime shipping be- 
tween the islands has broken down with the re- 
sult that tons of rice, ready for distribution, are 
stored in warehouses. 


A main element in the background of this 


potentially very dangerous situation is the vio- 
lent nationalism which is bent on ridding all 
Indonesia, including West New Guinea, of Dutch 
influences. As Dutch nationals leave the coun- 
try by the thousands, Indonesia loses a very 
large proportion of those on whom its operating 
economy has largely depended. For the Dutch 
have provided the managers, the educators and 
many of the experienced workers, all of whom 
are needed to train native Indonesians to carry 
on. These same Dutch have also invested the 
capital through which economic development has 
come. 

This is not to say that the colonials from Hol- 
land afforded a perfect rule. They did not. But 
they cannot be cleaned out to the man without 
serious damage to the fledgling republic they 
would leave behind. With President Sukarno 
about to leave on a trip abroad officially called 
“a rest cure,” former Vice President Hatta is 
bitterly criticizing the seizure and expulsion 
policies as being so mishandled as to “hurt Indo- 
nesia more than the Dutch.” Hatta negotiated 
Indonesian independence nine years ago and ad- 
vocates peaceful methods now. 

If the officials at Jakarta will look around 
them they will see'a relatively large number of 
new nations that have made the change from 
colonial status to independence without vio- 
lence. The Philippines, Ceylon, Burma, India, 
Pakistan—these ought to be reminders enough 
that life and property do not need to be squan- 
dered in the establishment of independence. 

The longer this tension continues the riper 
Indonesia grows for Communism. Already the 
Communists have made striking gains in elec- 
tions on Java, the densely populated central is- 
land that contains some five-eights of Indonesia's 
population. Moscow's offer of $100,000,000 in 
technical aid is perfectly-timed from the propa- 
ganda standpoint to make the choice appear to 
be between anarchy and Communism. 

That is not the choice and it behooves the 
Free World, led by the United States, to help 
the leaders of depressed, hard-beset Indonesia 
to see it. 
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Senator Symington Announces 

Senator Stuart Symington, having formally 
announced his candidacy for re-election, can 
take some gratification in the facts that he is 
unlikely to face serious opposition in the Dem- 
ocratic party and that few Republicans seem in- 
clined to bid for the chance to oppose him in 
the general election. He has been a popular 
Senator and this situation shows it. 

Nevertheless it would be healthy for Missouri 
politics generally and for Senator Symington 
and the Democrats particularly if he had to con- 
test hard for his office. Senatorships are too 
important to go by default. A vigorous cam- 
paign waged by a first-class opponent would 
sharpen the issues and bring out the full record 
of the Senator’s six-year term. 

One.issue that might well be debated is 
whether Senator Symington has over-specialized 
on military affairs at the cost of other matters 
important to his constituents. From Sherman 
Adams and other Republican sources have come 
some high-level sneers about “Big Bomber Stu.” 
A great many Missourians, however, feel that 
the Administration’s post-Sputnik concern with 
strengthening the national defenses fully justi- 
fies Senator Symington’s much earlier warnings 
that we were falling behind in missile develop- 
ment and other military fields. As a member of 
the Military Affairs Committee, the Senator 
brings much experience to this work, and will 
have ample opportunity between now and the 
November election to show the kind of con- 
tribution he can make. 

Other aspects of his record deserve equally 
searching review. On the whole it seems to us 
a good record, but independent voters will want 
to hear it thoroughly debated before they make 
up their minds. And Senator Symington, as one 
of the most frequently mentioned possibilities 
for the Democratic presidential nomination in 
1960, deserves a chance to convince his con- 
stituents that he is primarily interested in serv- 
ing them as Senator rather than in using the 
November election as a springboard for a two- 
year presidential campaign.

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Hole in the Doughnut Case 

Justice Harold T. Hogan of the New York Su- 
preme Court has ruled that doughnut making is 
not a light industry. Therefore, he says, a 
doughnut manufacturer can set up shop in an 
area zoned for business in Hempstead village, 
and need not be confined to an industrial area. 

We applaud the ruling as legally correct and 
technically sensible, yet doughnut making may 
still be viewed as a light industry, rhetorically 
speaking. It takes industry to make a doughnut, 
and a doughnut is, or of a right ought to be, 
free and independent of heaviness. It should 
be no more than a crisp perimeter of the hole 
in the middle. If not precisely ethereal, at least 
a doughnut should prevail in a state of suspen- 
sion from plate to cup to mouth and in all its 
progression thereafter. 

A sinker should, in effect, not sink. Fortunate- 
ly Judge Hogan did not rule that the doughnut 
is heavy industry.

As a succession of official and un- 
official witnesses tells the Senate Pre- 
paredness subcommittee the bewilder- 
ing variety of things that this coun- 
try needs if it is to be safe, one tran- 
scendant need begins to dwarf all 
others. While we may muddle 
through without moons, we Cannot 
long exist without leadership. 

The secretaries and chiefs who have 
come to present their thoughts to the 
Senate are clearly able men capable 
of producing mis- 
siles and even 
imaginative plans 
to make missiles 
unnecessary. But 
significantly their 
ideas, having  al- 
ready got lost inh 
thickets of bureau- 
cracy, come at last 
to roost in good ad- 
vice instead of ac- 
tion. 

Each of the wit- 
nesses has observed 
and spoken elo- 
quently of one part 
of the problem and 
each is angry at the system for having 
stinted or neglected the needs he so 
clearly recognizes. 

If only we could forget about moons 
and get on with missiles, says the 
Navy. Just the contrary, retorts the 
Army, what we need most is enthusi- 
asm now for the battle for space. 

The point is not whether one view 
is wrong and the other right or even

that there may be some truth in both. 
The tragic thing is that both views 
co-exist impotently in the top level 
of government which comes more and 
more to resemble a vast committee 
of committees incapable of setting for 
itself any objectives and still more 
helpless to get anything done. 


No matter how filled with talent, 
patriotism and high resolve, commit- 
tees cannot govern. The power to get 
things done must always be exercised 
by one man, which is why under the 
Constitution our Chief Executive is 
a single President, not a White House 
Cabinet. Only one man can decide 
goals, accept responsibility for them 
and see to it that they are carried out. 


Ironically, the man who should best 
have understood these basic require- 
ments of command has contented him- 
self with an ingenious governing ma- 
chinery capable of operating almost 
with no hands. It only now becomes 
obvious how expensive this leaderless 
government has been, although a care- 
ful reader of history might have an- 
ticipated it. 

The great strength of our democ- 
racy lies in the immense, flexible, yet 
remarkably safe power available to 
the President. But here also is poten- 
tially its most dangerous weakness. 

When the President for any reason 
lets his power lapse, no one can fill 
the void. The beautifully balanced 
system designed to frustrate tyranny 
then works perfectly to frustrate ac- 
tion of any kind. 


Quality and Quantity on a Campus 


From Student Life, Student Publication at Washington University 


A criterion by which a university 
can be judged is the quantity and qual- 
ity of the students enrolled. A school 
which has already reached its limit 
of students should strive to obtain 
more students of high quality. If the 
school is expanding, as is WU, then it 
must strive to increase enroliment as 
well as raise its standards. The aca- 
demic records of freshman students 
who were admitted and registered in 
WU the past few years show a grow- 
ing trend toward obtaining the better 
students. 

In 1955, 43 per cent of the fresh- 
men admitted were in the upper 
fourth of their high school class. In 
1956, 45 per cent ranked in the upper 
fourth. This fall, over 52 per cent of 
the freshmen ranked in the upper 
fourth of their high school class. 


The best available evidence from 
the Office of Admissions seems to 
point to five factors as being largely 
responsible for the decrease in the 
number of entering freshmen: 1. The 
$100 increase in tuition. 2. The com- 
parative inadequacy of our undergrad- 
uate scholarship program. 3. The 
drawing power of the newly estab- 
lished Alton and East St. Louis 
branches of the Southern Lllinois Uni- 
versity with their extremely low tui- 
tion. 4. The raising of our admission 
requirements for the second consec- 


utive year. 5. The severe limitations 
of suitable dormitory facilities to ac- 
commodate our increasing number of 
applicants from outside the Greater 
St. Louis area. 

The administration is acting to rem- 
edy the decrease in freshmen but the 
student body is in the dark as to what 
is going on. New dormitories are 
needed. The students know this, the 
administration knows this, the alumni 
are vaguely aware of this. An official 
statement from North Brookings says 
the “university is working toward the 
early conclusion of a Government loan 
to provide additional dormitories for 
both men and women.” We've heard 
this for the last four years, but there 
has been no progress. Sure there are 
two buildings being constructed, a 
third was finished this year and the 
funds for another have been donated 
to the university, but these are sec- 
ondary goals. 


What has happened to the primary 
goals of the development program: the 
new library, new dormitories, the com- 
munity center and a student union? 
The development office is working to 
obtain more undergraduate scholar- 
ships, but how many have been added 
in the past few years? Tuition has 
gone up, enrollment has gone down 
but where are the additional scholar- 
ships needed to help the students?

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Between Book Ends 
An Old Hand in the Balkans 


FOREIGN CORRESPONDENT, by 
Robert St. John. (Doubleday, 283 pgs. 
$3.95.) 

With the exception of the brave 
Hungarian revolt and Tito’s off-again, 
on-again resistance against the Krem- 
lin, the Iron Curtain most tragically 
Shrouds the Balkans. Bulgaria, Rv- 
mania, Albania—the little countries 
with the gay, musical comedy names 
—are lost to Western view. Robert St. 
John’s book, therefore, is reminiscent. 

In the early years of the Twentieth 
Century, the Balkans were “the tin- 
derbox of Europe” and the “Balkan 
Question” was as important in inter- 
national politics as the Middle East to- 
day. But by 1939, when St. John's 
narrative begins, southeastern Europe 
was pretty well out of the main stream 
of human events. Excepting Yugo- 
slavia and Hungary, the Balkans have 
never regained the prominence they 
climaxed at Sarajevo in 1914. 

* * ” 


The interest of “Foreign Correspon- 
dent” is that it deals with events of 
World War II that were not as thor- 
oughly reported as the fighting in 
North Africa, Italy and Western Eu- 
rope. St. John, an old hand, covered 
the war in the Balkans. Generally, it 
was pretty serious business and more 
than once St. John wondered whether 
he was reporting the war or running 
from it. 

As you might expect, war in the 
Balkans had its comic opera momen's. 
Especially was this true in Rumania, 
where the madcap capers of Carol and 
Lupescu might have been funny had 
they not had such unpleasant conse- 
quences for the Rumanians. The sup- 
posedly invincible “Carol Line,” pat- 
terned after the Maginot Line, turned 
out to be three strands of barbed 
wire at the frontier. The money Carol 
extorted (there is no gentler word 
for it) to build the line probably went 
into jewels for Magda Lupescu. 

The best story St. John tells about 
the Rumanian monarchy (and this is a 
book with lots of anecdotes) concerns 
Carol I, however. He was given 4 
banquet in 1866 when he arrived to 
take over the throne. During the din- 
ner he missed his wallet. The lights 
were doused and the unknown thief 
was instructed to place the royal dough 
on a silver platter in the center of the 
table. When the lights were turned 
on, the platter also was gone. 

. . = 


St. John knows how to tell a dra- 
matic story, too. The Associated Press, 
for which he was then working, cov- 
ered the siege of Warsaw from Buda- 
pest; no reporters could get in or out 
of the Polish capital. Hunched in 
front of a short-wave radio 24 hours 
a day, St. John’s Polish-speaking as- 
sistants translated the fiery resistance 
broadcasts of Mayor Stefan Starzynski 
of Warsaw, who became known as 
“Stefan the Stubborn.” 

“It was the first time in history an 
attempt had been made to wipe out a 
city from the air, and it demonstrated 
the power flying machines had to ter- 
‘rorize, destroy, annihilate,” St. John 
writes. When at last Warsaw fell to 
the Germans, the reporters in still- 
untouched Budapest knew somber!y 
that barbarism “had been set loose on 
the world again.” JAMES DEAKIN.

Two Main Handicaps. 


One could hardly imagine 
such a job. Here he is dealing 
with a political issue where 
concepts are necessarily vague.

The 
Rev. Hesburgh is an indepen- 
dent in politics. 

The big problem for the

Southern segregation states. 
Thus far not a single public 
school has been integrated in 
South Carolina, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Florida and 
Virginia. 
4 Two members of the commis- 
sion, Battle and Carlton, are 
from two of these Southern 
states. In these six Southern 
states are a veritable maze of 
state statutes in which it is a 
crime to permit public schools 
to be integrated. 


Case of Gov. Collins. 


While most of 
“hard core” 


the other

tion Governors are frankly do-' 


ing nothing, and openly wink- 
ing at the Supreme Court, 
there is a special case. 


This is the ‘‘moderationist” 
Gov. Leroy Collins of Florida. 
He makes speeches, some of 
which sound fine. But he does 
not make a single step toward 
integration. 


Two days after a speech at 
the Southern Presbyterian 
Men’s Convention in which he 
indulged in a flight of oratory, 
Gov. Collins signed a bill call- 


ing for troops wherever a 
school is closed in a racial 
emergency 


Gov. Collins might be called 
a “professional moderationist.” 
This prompted William L. Riv- 
ers, assistant professor at the 
University of Miami, to Say, 
“the Governor just doesn't sit 
on the fence—he runs on it,” 
in a recent article in the The 
Nation. 

“He is alwavs on the attack 
always forthright, always ag- 
gressively positive—but it is 
never quite clear what he is 
positive about doing.” Prof. 
Rivers said of the Governor. 
Hie added: 


No Sweet Nothings. 


“The result: in Florida, noth- 
ing has been done. -Not even 
the most gradual plan for Negro 
schoo] attendance at any level 
has been suggested bv the Gov- 
ernor. And vet Collins leads 
the moderates.” 

The President's 
faces a challenge. This is really 
the nub as far as the “mod- 
erates” are concerned. The de- 
cision is up to them—-as to 
whether they will move for- 
ward and exercise leadership 
in the crucial battleground.

The audi- | 
ence sits at tables, and those 
so-minded can drink, smoke 
and otherwise refax while 
listening to good music. 

Fiedler will return to St. 
Louis in February to lead the 
St. Louis Symphony in four | 
popular concerts in the 
Khorassan Room at the Chase. 
It may be that he will come 
back in April for more of the 


same. Suggestion has been 
made that good music plus 
refreshments might do well 
here. 


There is no particular rea- 


son, Fiedler indicated, why 
classic and good light music 
should be played only in an 


atmosphere of gloom. 

He said the Boston programs 
included everything from Jo- 
hann Sebastian Bach to boogie- 
woogie, with a soloist or two, 
and often some selections from 
a Broadway musical. The Bos- 
ton orchestra’s playing of “Pop 
Goes the Weasel” is regarded 
as classic, in its way.

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‘Dead’ Lions Roar to Pro Football Title by Crushing Browns, 
Rote Hurls 


Four TDs, ® 4 


Gets Fifth 
On Plunge

DETROIT, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
Their old coach called them 
“dead,” their victims called 
them “lucky” and their new 
coach calls them ‘“‘the fighting- 
est bunch of guys I've ever 
seen.” 

But whatever you call them, 
today the Detroit Lions are the 
world champions of profession- 
al football. They proved it yes- 
terday by dealing the favored 
Cleveland Browns the worst de- 
feat in the team’s history, 59-14, 
in the National Football League 
title game at Briggs Stadium. 

The startling triumph, 
achieved before 55,263 stadium 
spectators and a nation-wide 
television audience, provided a 
dramatic climax to the daffiest 
campaign in the league's his- 
tory. The Lions had won the 


Western Division title in a race | 


that went to a playoff; the 
Browns clinched the Eastern 
honor with two games left on 
the regular schedule. 

A grizzled band of old pro 
die-hards and a couple of 
rookies reaching out early for 
big-time stardom combined to 
produce this city’s fourth world 
championship football team. It 
is the third time the Lions 
have grabbed off the big prize 
by beating their bitter rivals 
from Ohio. 

Score Written by Rote. 

Under the brilliant guidance 
of Quarterback Tobin Rote— 
traded off by the Green Bay 
Packers last 
moved with authority and com- 
mand from the start, scoring 
17 points in the opening period 
and following with 14 points in 
each of the last three quarters. 
Rote, who never before played 
with a title-winning team in 
eight seasons of pro.ball, was 
an offensive. giant for the 
Lions, 

The bronzed, drawling Texan 
who took over as solo quarter- 
back four weeks ago wher 
Bobby Lane was sidelined with 
a fractured ankle, threw four 
touchdown passes and scored 
once himself. In one second- 
half stretch, Rote completed 
seven straight passes, three of 
them for touchdowns. 

Handyman Jim Martin, the 
old Notre Dame veteran the 
Lions almost released last sum- 
mer, got the club off to a 
rousing start. He kicked a 31- 
yard field goal in the first 
period and before the scrap 
was over added eight extra 
points. 

The Browns, division champs 
seven times in eight seasons 
and world titlists three times, 
never really got started. Line- 
backer Bob Long, one of more 
than half a dozen Detroit stal- 
warts obtained in player deals, 
intercepted a Tommy O’Con- 
nell pass three plays later. It 
took the modern-day ‘“Gas- 
house Gang’ just three plays 
to score with Rote sneaking 
over from the one. 

Milt Campbell fumbled the 
kickoff and rookie Terry Barr 
of Michigan recovered on the 
Cleveland 15. In six plays the 
score stood 17-0. And that’s the 
way it went all afternoon, 

Fake Field Goal Play. 

Before the first half was 
over, Rote passed from field 
goal formation on fourth down, 
hitting another rookie, End 
Steve Junker, on a 26-yard 
scoring play. And Barr raced 
19 yards with a pass intercep- 
tion for another score, offset- 
ting Jim Brown's § 29-yard 
touchdown run for Cleveland 
on the first play of the second 
quarter. 

The Browns scored first: in 
the second half, marchirlg 80 
yards in 10 plays with Lew 
Carpenter's five-yard run cap- 
ping the drive. Detroit roared 
back with a touchdown on the 
first play from scrimmage as 
Rote and Jim Doran combined 
on a 78-yard scoring pass. 

Before the period was over 
Rote connected with Junker 
again on a 24-yard scoring pass 
and early in the fourth quarter 
found Dave Middleton in the 
Cleveland end zone for a 32- 
yard scoring pitch. 

Jerry Reichow led the final 
touchdown drive that covered 
66 yards. He hit Howard ‘Hop- 
along) Cassady with a 17-yard 
touchdown pass with less than 


three minutes remaining in 
the game. 

George Wilson, the nice guy 
who became head Detroit 


coach when Buddy Parker quit 
before the season began, and 
turned out a title team in his 
first try, could barely make 
himself heard amid the wild 
demonstrations in the dressing 
room. He galled it “a team 
victory if there ever was one” 
and credited the team's undy- 
ing spirit for the successful 
title drive that turned the city 
upside down. 
Assault on Records. 

Nine records either fell or 
were equalled. Gross receipts 
totaled $593,967.50, a new play- 
off game mark. Each of the 
winning Lions got $4295.41, an- 
other high. (The Browns each 
got $27 ) ; 
‘s 59 points was the. 
highes®-in a single Detroit 
game. 


The two-team total of 73, 


points equalled the 1940 game 
when the Chicago Bears beat 
the Washington Redskins, 73-0.

How to Stop 
Pounding in 
A Radiator 


By Hubbard Cobb 


WE ARE HAPPY to report 
that in this day and age of 
high prices it’s still possible to 
fix most pounding radiators for 
under five cents—the cost of 
a few pieces of wood. 


A steam radiator pounds for 
the very simple reason that 
water—the result of the steam 
condensing in the radiator— 
has become trapped in the 
pipes right near the radiator. 
When the steam comes up 
from the boiler it runs into 
this water and that’s what 
causes all the racket. Get riz 
of the water and your syster- 
will be nice and quiet. This 
is done simply by raising the 
radiator a little so that the 
pitch of the pipe is changed 
enough to allow the water to 
run back to the boiler. 


WHEN STEAM is coming up, 
close the shut-off valve to the 
pounding radiator and then 
slip some thin wood blocks— 
about % inch thick—under the 
legs. Open the valve and see 
what happens. 

If the radiator continues to 
pound, close down the valve 
and put more or thicker blocks 
of wood under the legs. There 
is usudily sufficient play in 
the pipes to allow all this to 
be done without too much trou- 
ble and you can get the blocks 
under even a pretty heavy ra- 
diator by tilting it first one 
way and then the next. 


NOW AND THEN you'll get 
a pounding in steam pipes 
some distance from the radia- 
tors and this is usually due to 
a sag in a horizontal run of 
pipe. Hoist the pipe up so 
that it slants along its entire 
length towards the boiler and 
secure it in this position with 
metal pipe straps. 

Pounding in a steam sys- 
tem should be eliminated even 
if you don’t mind the noise 
for the vibration can cause 
leaks in the system.

FOR HIM TURNED TO ST, LOUIS, 


(The Last of Two Articles.) 
CLEM GRAVER, a Republi- 
can member of the Illinois 
Legislature and committeeman 
from Chicago’s hoodlum-domi- 
nated West Side district, van- 
ished the night of June 11, 
1953. His wife, Amelia, and 
four other witnesses watched 
him being shoved into an au- 
tomobile by two men. That 
was the last seen of Graver. 
The disappearance of the 53- 
year-old real estate and insur- 
ance broker parallels the more 
recent disappearance of Miss 
Mollie Zelko, Joliet newspaper 
woman. Miss Zelko vanished 
last September, a possible vic- 
tim of her newspaper's cam- 
paign against gambling and 
cofruption in politics. 
Graver’s disappearance can 
also be connected with opposi- 
tion to hoodlum enterprises, 
although his opposition did not 
result from crusader motives. 
Graver was seized at 10 
o'clock at night in his garage, 
a half-block from his home at 
976 West Eighteenth place. He 
struggled with his abductors, 
but they shoved him into the 
automobile, in which a third 
man was seated, and drove 
away. There was no outcry 


and no one got the license 
number. 
Special squads of Chicago 


police, directed by top officers 
of the department, searched 
for the ~missing legislator. 
Bodies recovered from Lake 
Michigan and the Chicago riv- 
er were examined closely but 
none proved to be that of 
Graver. 


The search turned to St. 
Louis for a possible connection 
with the unsuccessful South- 
west Bank holdup in which two 
Chicago hoodlums died, a third 
was shot and later sentenced, 
and a fourth also was sentenced 
to a long term in the Missouri 
penitentiary. 

Frank Vito Jr., ex-convict 
robber, who shot and killed 
himself when trapped in the 
bank; Fred Bowerman robbery 
leader, who died of wounds, 
and Glenn Chernick, driver of 
the getaway car, all lived in 
Graver’s district in Chicago. 


When Graver was a profes- 
fonal bondsman, before his 


election to the Illinois Legis- 
lature, he had signed bonds 
for Vito. A Chicago police 
lieutenant was sent to St. 
Louis to investigate reports 
that Vito and Bowerman had 
intrusted $30,000, representing 
part of the proceeds of a bank 
holdup in South Bend, Ind., 
with Graver as, a “defense 
fund.” The only fact police 
were able to establish, how-

ever, was that Graver was ac- 
quainted with Vito. 


The reported St. Louis rob- 
bery connection was just a shot 
in the dark. From the outset 
police sought a motive in the 


tough West Side politics and 
the sinister ‘“‘syndicate.” The 
syndicate, now made up of a 
younger element, who succeed- 
ed the “Capones” of Prohibi- 
tion times, has also come into 
the more recent investigation 
of the Mollie Zelko abduction. 


Graver was identified with 
the so-called “West Side Chi- 
cago bloc’ in the Legislature. 


The bloc is a coalition of Re- 
publicans and Democrats oc- 
casionally accused of opposing 
legislation aimed at gang inter- 
ests. There were reports that 
Graver had switched his vote, 
turning against the hoodlums 
shortly before he was kid- 
naped. The syndicate does not 
like “double-crossers,” if that 
was what Graver was. 


GRAVER was not the first 
West Side politician to leave 


the district violently. In 1952, 
Charles Gross, a G.O.P, com- 
mitteeman, was murdered by a 
shotgun blast fired from an 
automobile. Gross was classed 
as an opponent of the hoodlum 
element. In 1948 State Repre- 
sentative William Granata was 
murdered with an ax. Both 
crimes are among Chicago's 
many unsolved murders. 


The disappearance of Patrick 
Hogan, gangster and “tough 
guy,” who was believed to have 
been killed in a shooting at the 
old Club Royal gambling ca- 
sino near Belleville, has puz- 
zled police of both Illinois and 
Missouri. 


Witnesses reported that.«a 
man was dragged to an auto- 
mobile after shots were heard 
in the casino. Hogan was last 
seen at the casino with Monroe 
(Blackie) Armes, notorious 
Southern Illinois gangster. Ar- 
mes, who was fatally wounded 
in a shooting affray shortly 
after Hogan disappeared, told 
authorities in a deathbed state- 


Scientific Tips on Drinking

NEW YORK, Dec. 30 (UP). 

HERE IS some science for 
people who would like to drink 
socially but remain reasonably 
sober New Year's eve: 

The number of drinks it 
takes to make a man drunk is 
somehow related to his state 
of mind at the time he took 
the first one. 


The man whose state of 
mind is one of realized stress, 
tension and fearfulness, is 
more likely to be sledge-ham- 
mered by less alcohol than the 
man whose mind is at peace. 

It is true that drinking alco- 
hol in a stuffy room (where 
atmospheric oxygen is lower 
than it should be) increases 
the intoxicating power of the 
alcohol. 


Champagne intoxicates quick- 
ly because it is carbonated. By 
this token, whisky and soda 
are more quickly intoxicating 
than whisky and tap water. 


While it is true that food

He was seeking to explain 
why these variations are so. 
“Oxygen lack” was easy to ex- 
plain, because oxygen helps to 
“burn” alcohol in the body. 
Dizzy drinkers in a stuffy room 
feel less dizzy almost at once 
when they get into the outdoor 
air. 

Food in the stomach helps 
slow the intoxicating process 
because it slows the rate of al- 
cohol absorption into the blood.

ment that Hogan’s body was 
thrown on a burning mine slag 
pit near West Frankfort. 


Armes insisted he had not 
killed Hogan, but added “You'll 
never find him; he’s been dis- 
posed of in the:slag pit.” 


Hogan, whose real name was 
Patrick Burleson, made more 
enemies than friends during 
his violent career. When he 
disappeared he was at liberty 
on $20,000 bond in the killing 
of Charles (Cutie) Bailey, a 
race-track tout. He preyed on 
syndicate handbooks and gam- 
bling games, boldly holding up 
establishments where he was 
known. If Ne wasn’t known, he 
identified himself. 

“Tell them Paddy the Bear 
was here,” he directed quak- 
ing gambling heuse attendants 
under whose noses he waved 


a pistol. “Paddy the Bear” 
was Hogan's underworld 
“signature.” 


“Paddy the Bear” shook one 
too many honey trees. Single- 
handed he invaded a hotel 
room in Springfield, Ill., and 
made off with $65,000 at pistol 
point. There have been per- 
sistent rumors the bundle of 
cash had been raised by gam- 
blers for “slush fund” pur- 
poses. Mr. Hogan's career was 
nearing its end. The end was 
the burning slag pit. 


TWO OTHER INDIVIDUALS 
who reportedly “stepped on the 
toes of the syndicate” also are 
numbered among the missing 
persons of Illinois. 


Louis (Russian Louis) 
Strauss, of Chicago, intimate 
of the murdered Benjamin 
(Bugsy) Siegel, left Reno, 
Nev., with a blonde in a Cadil- 
lac and a house trailer in 


October 1947 after his partner 
died under mysterious circum- 
stances. Strauss was charged 
with having shot the partner, 
Harry Sherwood, who was 
reported to be on the way to 
recovery when he died sud- 
denly, 


Russian Louis was arrested 
on a California highway after 
Sherwood died, and was re- 
turned to Reno. Released on 
$25,000 bond, he later dis- 
appeared and an _ intensive 
search was conducted for him 
in the western desert. Later 
the search was called off and 


it was reported that Strauss 
had been returned to Illinois 
by syndicate agents and “dis- 
posed of,” because of Sher- 
wood's death. 


Walter Clinnin, salesman for 
a Cicero gambling equipment 
firm, forfeited a $4000 bond in 
November when he failed to 
appear for trial on a charge of 
forging the name of Illinois 
Attorney General Latham 
Castel on a legal opinion. On 
its face, the case does not 
appear to have been one in 
which the syndicate would be 
interested. 


However the phony opinion 
upheld the legality of a slot 
machine device called “a trade 
booster."’ The company distrib- 
uting the’ device was placed 
in an awkward position be- 
cause of Clinnin, who may have 
been expected to do some 
talking at his trial. Owners of 
the company included several 
members of the Capone syndi- 
cate. Clinnin never reached 
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the courtroom in Decatur. The 
underworld grapevine said he 
“went into the pit” instead. 

Another violent death in 
Illinois might have become an 
unsolved disappearance if a 
farm dog had not dragged 
home a human skull last Aug. 
4. The headless body was 
found on the farm, near 
Springfield, and was identified 
through clothing and dental 
work as that of James DeRosa, 
Springfield jukebox operator, 
who was abducted from in 
front of his place of business 
last Aug. 19. 


In the words of an Illinois 
state trooper, “He was stand- 
ing out front, then he was 
gone; no one saw him go.” 

The syndicate’s agents of 
death do not tarry; they work 
quickly and efficiently. 

The police theory about De- 
Rosa is that he had been in- 
trusted with some “commis- 
sion,” and failed to deliver. 
He paid the penalty and the 
police are not betting they will 
ever learn why.

Childhood Fears 


FEAR IS A PROTECTIVE INSTINCT. We fear any- 
thing likely to hurt us in any way and avoid it. Fear is a 
warning of danger and therefore a most useful feeling in- 
deed. Little children, so young and inexperienced in life's 


ways, are likely to be afraid of many harmless things, crea- | 


tures of the field and forest, and people. This is a trouble 
to them and to those who care for them so we try to erase 
such fears by building confidence in the child's mind con- 
cerning them. 


Because grown-up people have long lost such 
fear they are easily annoyed by display of it in 
the children. “What’s the matter with you? The 
dog won’t hurt you. Here. Pat him!” That will not 
serve here. Fear cannot be forced away. It has to 
be erased gently, by slow degrees lest another and 
a worse one takes its place. 


There are young children under 5 who shrink from 
touching any animal. Sometimes they are even afraid to 
touch fur on their mothers’ coats. They need to be shown 
how harmless the pets are, how soft and gentle to the touch 
is their coat. But they must not be forced to put their 
hands on what they are shrinking from. The adult who Is 
trying to get the child to believe must first win his trust 
and that cannot be done by force. 

IF THE CHILD’S EXPERIENCES with the‘adult who 
is trying to get him over such a fear has been happy, he 
will the sooner take his word that the thing will not harm 
him. Even then he will timidly put out a tentative feeler 
Just to make sure. Encouraged by the older person who 
touches the pet or the thing that bothers the child, he will 
ty and by, not always at the first trial, become braver and 
finally overcome the fear and forget it. 


If early fears are not treated understandingly 
and the child is threatened, ridiculed and forced to 
touch the dreaded thing, fear is likely to beset him 
for some time to come. This could be serious. 

Fear of the dark bothers some children. Deal gently 
with it and leave a light, a soft one in his room. Or, better 
yet, if he will accept it, have a light closet%o his hand that 
he can switch on and off at will. This gives him a feeling 
of power over the dark that threatens him and builds his 
confidence. Too, he feels that his mother and father really 
eare about his troubles and want to help him and that 
strengthens his trust in them and in all other experiences 
with people and things. 

If such childhood fears linger long after they should 
have faded, it is wise to consult the pediatrician. Such a 
ehild needs expert help.

Heart Murmurs 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: I am’besides myself. I've 
just been to our doctor’s office to have our 12-year-old 
daughter examined. They found a murmur at school so 
my husband and I decided to double check. Our doctor 
agreed that she has a murmur. But he said that it was 
nothing to worry about. Easier said than done. Can you 
tell me what is meant by a functional murmur? MRS. D.S. 

ANSWER: Functional murmurs are quite common and 
are harmless. It is important that the patient have a com- 
plete cardiological survey. If physical examination, X- 
rays, fluoroscopic, electrocardiographic and other tests are | 
negative, then you can believe your doctor when he says 
such a murmur is inconsequential. Your child should 
be able to live normally in spite of her murmur. 

Becently Dr. D. H. Fogel reported on the study of 101 
children under 14 who were referred to a community car- 
diac clinic. Of the 101 children, 54 (53.3 per cent) had un- 
complicated innocent murmurs.* You see, Mrs. D.S., func- 
tional murmurs are quite common. Once it has been 
diagnosed as functional, you need no longer be concerned 
about it. Functional murmur means it isn’t “organic”; 
that the heart itself is not involyed.
